Instill, in refuge at Athens, Greece, 
expire at midnight Sunday, and it 
was indicated he would be required to 
leave Greece some time this month. 


Martin Insull has done his legal 


fighting in Toronto, Canada, against 
any attempt of Cook county (Illinois) 
authorities to take him to Chicago to 
stand trial on charges of embezzle- 
ment and grand larceny. 


If the decision of the Ontario (Can- 


ada) 
court of appeals goes against him 


this week he will be taken immedi- 
ately across the border. 


Samuel Insull was ordered out of 


Greece by that Government not later 
than January 31, but physicians inter- 
posed the argument that the aged fi- 
nancier's huilth would not permit his 
departure at once.

til new and honest contracts can be 
let to responsible civilian operators— 
or, he means to wash his hands of the 
privately-owned air lines arid place 
the entire future development of av- 
iation in the bungling paws of the De- 
partment of War. 


That would be too bad for America 


—and a serious blunder for the Dem- 
ocratic administration. 


Our guess is that Mr. Roosevelt'3 


Army-mail-flying is- only a temporary 
expedient.

Americans have little regard for the 


regular Army. 


It is because we never have consid- 


ered the military as a career pn a 
par with the other professions. 


We feel that way because in the 


countries from which our ancestors 
emigrated—or were asked to leave— 
the importance of military life was 
exaggerated. 


So the first constitutional act of the 


founders of the United States was to 
secure the authority of the' civil rulers 
over the military. 


I bring out this point in connection 


with the Army's flying of the mail 
because heretofore we have under- 
stood that the enormous expansion of 
air-mail and air-travel the last five 
years was for commercial purposes, 
with the secondary thought of na- 
tional defense in time of war. 


If this whole structure is to revert 


to the Army, the attitude 
of the 


American people toward aviation will 
undergo an Immediate and violent 
change.

There is a significant suspicion that 


certain interests arc anxious to ex- 
pand the peace-time Army—and this 
seizure of the air-mail comes at a 
lime when there Is a bill before cou- 
grc& to itttfBaift! tnc authorized num-. 
there being no extradition treaty with 
Greece such as exists between all the 
great powers. Commercial pressure 
apparently was brought by American 
interests, for the Greek government 
later gave Insull formal notice he 
would have to move.

Lindbergh Joins Appeal to 


Save Civil Aviation 


From U. S. Army 


WASHINGTON — (&)— The 
senate 


had the delayed satisfaction Monday 
of getting under way with the trial 
of William MacCracken on contempt 
charges. 


The former assistant Secretary of 


Commerce for air submitted to arrest 
after paying a $100 fine on a eon- 
tempt of court verdict, but for the 
second time he challenged the sen- 
ate's authority to try and punish him 
for contempt. 


Numerous senators were intent on 


questioning him about what he had 
to do with contracts for his air mail 
clients. 


Judge Daniel O'Donoghue held Mac. 


Crackcn in contempt of District ol 
Columbia Supreme Court Monday 
when it was disclosed that he obtain- 
ed a heabeas corpus writ before he 
was arrested. 


The judge gave him the alternative 


of paying a fine or spending the day 
in jail. 


Mac Cracken was arrested for the 


senate shortly after leaving the court- 
room,

huge additional appropriations to the 
Army to keep it in a business where 
it doesn't belong. 


The airways today are where the 


railroad's were two generations ago. 


The federal government had to sub- 


sidibcd both to get them going; and 
there were public scandals in both. 


The panic of 1873 was almost direct- 


ly due to the fact that the American 
people invested billions of dollars of 
savings in lour transcontinental rail- 
roads, built through a wilderness 20 
years sooner than even one road could 
have hoped to pay dividends. 


The federal government and the 


states subsidized the railroads with 
lund grants and money, and private 
investors sunk additional billions— 
but 
finally 
the railroad 
business 


"caught on," paid its own way, and 
helped develop the nation. 


Had the government stayed in the 


railroad business instead of allowing 
private capital to develop it we should 
have a deplorable picture In America 
today. It would resemble a picture of 
Australia — where 
the 
state-owned 


railroads use three or four different 
widths of roadbed, and where no car- 
load of goods can go from one end of 
the continent to the other, without 
being unloaded and rcshipped. But 
standard gauge tracks carry a single 
car anywhere uiroughout the United 
States.

Lindbergh Protests 


NEW YORK—(XP)—Col. Charles A. 


Lindbergh Sunday night telegraphed 
President Roosevelt that "the con- 
demnation of commercial aviation by 
canoelatioii. of mail-contracts and. the 
use" of army on commercial; air lines 
will unnecessarily and greatly dam- 
age all American aviation." 


The clegram was made public by 


Col. 
Henry Breckinridge, Lindbergh's 


lawyer, at the fornier's office. 


Colonel Lindbergh, who is techni- 


cal adviser 
to Transcontinental & 


Western Air, one of Sic companies 
whose air mail contract was canceled, 
was not present. 


Text of Telegram 


The text of his telegram follows: 
"The president, White House, Wash- 


ington, D. C. 


"Your action 
of Saturday affects 


fundamentally the industry to which 
I have devoted the last 12 years of my 
life. Therefore I respectfully present 
to you the following consideration. 


"The personal and business lives of 


American citizens have been built up 
around the right of just trial before 
conviction. Your order of cancella- 
tion of all air mail contracts condemns 
the largest portion of our commercial 
aviation without just trial. 


"The 
officers of a number of the 


organizations affected have not been 
given the opportunity to a hearing 
and improper acts by many companies 
affected have not been established, 


"No one can rightfully object to 


drastic action being taken provided 
Die guilt implied is first established 
but it is the right of any American 
individual or organization to receive 
fair trial. 


"Your present action does not dis- 


criminate between innocence and guilt 
ami places no premium 
on honest 


business. 


U. S. Leads World 


"Americans have set their lives in 


building in this country the finest 
commercial air lines in the world. The 
United States today are in the lead 
in almost every branch of commer. 
cial aviation. 


"In America we have commercial 


aircraft, engines, equipment and air 
lints superior to those of any other 
country. The greatest part of this 
progress has been brought 
about 


through the air mail. Certainly most 
individuals in tha industry believe 
that tills development has been car- 
ried on in co-operation with the exist- 
ing government and according to law. 


"If this not the case, it seems the 


right of the industry and in keeping 
this American tradition that facts to 
the contrary be definitely esablished. 
Unless these facts leave no alterna- 
tive, condemnation of commercial av- 
iation by cancellation of all nuiil con- 
tracts mid the use of the army in 
commercial air lines will unnecessarily 
and greatly damage all American av- 
uition.

lic 24 hours after Richard W. Hob- 
bins, president of Transcontinental Si 
Western Air, had filed a similar pro- 
test with President Roosevelt and with 
Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley.

Killing of 'Shield' 


Is Laid to Robber 


Supreme Court Holds Ban- 


dit Guilty Though Of- 


ficer Shot Man 


LITTLE ROCK—(/P)-Sustaining a 


life sentence given Johnny Wilson for 
the murder of a bank officer at Paris, 
the Arkansas Supreme Court held 
Monday—the first time the question 
was ever before it—that a bank rob- 
ber is guilty of murder if the person 
used as a shield is killed, even by a 
peace officer. 


Wilson, recently involved in an at- 


tempted prison break at Tucker Farm, 
was convicted of the murder of Dolph 
Guthric, cashier of the First National 
bank at Paris, during a robbery. 


After the bank was robbed Wilson 


and two confederates forced Guthrie 
to accompany them to shield them 
from officers' fire. 


During the flight City Marshal Andy 


Connaughton shot at the robbers and 
the court said his first shot apparent- 
ly struck Guthric, killing him. The 
marshal was wounded by the robbers' 
fire.

Outbreaks of violence 
in Austria 


Monday added to the gravity of ab- 
normal conditions existing in Europe. 


More than 30 persons were killed 


in clashes between Socialists and gov- 
ernment troops in and near Vienna. 


In France, industry was paralyzed 


by a 24-hour nation-wide strike, out 
disorders were few. , 


30 Killed In Vienna 


VIENNA, Austria— (#•)—Socialists 


rose up against the government Mort- , 
day and at least 30 persons -were kill- 
ed and 50 seriously wounded in the 
first skirmishes of the day. 


The government mobilized every 


available military force to suppress 
the uprising. 


At Linz it sent artillery into action 


after 16 men were killed in a battle 
at Socialists' headquarters when gov- 
ernment forces met resistance hi raid- 
ing the office. 


The Socialists used hand grenades 


and the soldiers replied with machine- 
guns in the battle' preceding the 
soldiers' occupation of headquarters.

PARIS, France.—(^P)—A nation-wide 


general strike against "Fascist reac- 
tion" began at midnight Sunday night, 
with one million workers ordered to 
stay idle for 24 hours, stopping vir- 
tually all activity in France. 


The strike was a warning to the gov- 


ernment of Premier Gaston 
Dou- 


mergue against adoption of dictatorial 
methods. It was anticipated to be the 
biggest in scope since the strike of 
1919. 


The start of the strike found most' 


of France asleep after a day of na- 
tional anti-Fascist demonstrations by 
Socialists and Communists, but the 
walkout was expected to make its ef- 
fects felt soon after daybreak. 


More than 100.000 workers in the 


Paris region, alone, were called out. 
The tie-up 
in 
city 
transportation 


threatened 
to prevent non-striking 


workers from reaching their offices 
and factories, which have been order- 
ed picketed by strike leaders. 


However, the government was pre- 


pared for trouble, having brought to 
Paris squads of soldiers and sailors 
from the army and navy technical 
corps to keep public utilities running 
by operating telephone and telegraph 
lines and manning gas, electric and 
water plants. 


Would Follow Roosevelt 


Also, it was indicated authoritative- 


ly Sunday that Doumergue's "politi- 
cal truce" cabinet was likely to seek 
emergency powers a la Roosevelt and 
then send parliament home for sev- 
eral months. 


Doumergue remained at his desk 


throughout the day, striving to calm 
the country, but issued no official 
word concerning the strike. 


Indications pointed to an almost 


complete shutdown of business and 
industry in Paris and throughout the 
country. Food shops were to remain 
open, but the people faced going with- 
out mail, newspapers, theaters and 
possibly telephone and telegraph fa- 
cilities for duration of the strike. 


Railroads were expected to continue 


operation. Subway, bus and street 
car employes joined the strike. Paris 
already was without taxi service. It 
was the twelfth day of a drivers' strike 
in protest against a gasoline tax. 


Teachers announced they were join- 


ing the walkout and schools were to 
close. The Paris Bourse, or exchange, 
was planning to attempt normal opt-r» 
alions. 


Anti-Fascist demonstrations, kept the 


nation on the qui vive Sunday. There 
were manifestations at Lille, Lyons, 
Rouen. Avignon and Toulon.

were kept busy but there was no Ser- 
ious rioting.

ago may be obtained by perusal of a 
newspaper file owned by Jimmy Lon- 
(jinotti, Tcxarkana bookbinder. 


The file is composed of editions of 


P. T. Barnum's New York 'Illustrated 
News over a six-months' period in 
1853. 


Perusal of the January 1, 1853, edi- 


tion shows that the death of Daniel 
Webster still was "big" news although 
he had been dead more 
than two 


months. 


Other current stories contained in 


(he 414 yollowed pages which compose 
the file relate the building of the 
Washington monument, (he burning of 
Sacremento, the inauguration of Pres- 
ident Franklin Pearce and the mar- 
riage of Louis Napolean of France to 
Mademoiselle Eugenie ile 
Montijo 


whose huts were the latest thing in 
heudwear about two years ago. 


The remarkable record of a clipper 


ship traveling from San Francisco to 
New York in 83 days and 18 hourf 
was related in one story while anothex 
item of the discovery of a silver mine 
in Izard county, Arkansas. 


Another paragraph tells that Ki 


Carson, the famous frontiersman, ad- 
dressed n letter to the editors of the 
St. Louis Intelligencer in which he 
said a route through New Mexico was 
"far preferable to the route through 
Utah territory." 


An analysis of the news eveals tha 


practically the same problems con- 
fronted the Americans in 1853 as in 
1933. Taxation, money matters, tem- 
perance, shorter hours and more pa> 
all were discussed in the papers.

Di'diicttims for Professional Expenses 


A professional man may deduct all 


necessary expenses incurred in the 
pursuit of his profession. These in- 
clude the cost of supplies used in his 
practice, office 
rent, 
cost of ..light, 


water, fuel, and telephone in his of- 
fice, the hire of office assistants, and 
expenses paid in the operation .and 
repair of an automobile, based upon 
the proportion of time it is used in 
making professional calls or for other 
professional purposes. 


Many physicians use their residences 


both as their offices and their 'homes. 
In such instance the physician may 
deduct as a business 
.expense 
the 


rental Value of the rooms occupied for 
office purposes if he actually 
pays 


-rent, and also the cost of light and 
heat furnished these rooms. Also, he 
may deduct a portion of the wages 
paid domestic servants whose time 
is partly occupied in caring for these 
rooms. Membership dues In profes- 
sional societies arc dcductable. 
Phy- 


sicians and dentists who keep in their 
waiting rooms current magazines and 
newspapers for the benefit of their 
.patients may deduct this item as a 
business expense. The cost of profes- 
sional journal.', for the 
taxpayer's 


own use nlso is a deductible item. 


The cost of technical books is not 


;s deductible item, being a capital ex- 
penditure, but a proportionate amount 
lor cudh year's, depreciation of the 
books may bo deducted. Depreciation 
may also be taken on office furniture 
and equipment. Insurance premiums 
an office or other professional equip- 
ment and liability insurance may be 
deducted. Automobile 'liability insur- 
ance may be deducted only when the 
automobile is used wholly in pur- 
suit of the taxpayer's profession, and 
the cost of the entire upkeep may 
legitimately bo claimed as a profes- 
sional expense.
